Shortly after 
this visit, it willalso be remembered 
bondsmen were procured for Mrs, 
McDonald, who was released on

It was ar- 
ranged between them that he, the 
wituess, was to approach Mrs. Me- 
Douvald as one who had formerly 
kuown Swalm, and repres2nt to ber 
that this man Swalm wasa very 
bad and ‘dangerous caracter. He 
was to pretend to her that Swaim 
had formed the acquaintance of his 
sister Lack in Nev York and had 
treated herin exactly the same way 
that he waa now treating Mrs. Me. 
Donald, and that be would sur:ly 
treat her in the end just as he did 
his sister; that is, would ruin her in 
the eyes of the public, and, worse, 
would bring h:er to ahame, if he 
could. It was the mission of this 
man in disguise to so impress Mrs. 
McDonald with the magnitude of 
Swalm’s ifiguity that she would 


ically as not to testify in bis behalf 
when he sbould come upf-r trial 
en the charge of having stolen the 
goods of the McDonald’s found in 
his possession. He explained that 
fhe aim of this was, of course, to 
get Swalm convic ted and dis sposed 
of, so that he wvuuld not further in- 
terfere in the cases brewing.
